New German 
History Reference 



According to American Li- 
brary Journal and several other lead- 
ing journals, one ofthe best reference 
books published in 1998 is Modern 
Germany: An Encyclopedia of His- 
tory. People and Culture 1871-1 990. 
This valuable reference book, pub- 
lished by Garland Press in New York, 
was co-edited by two Canadian his- 
torians: Dr. Dieter K. Buse of Lau- 
rentian University and Dr. Juergen C. 
Doerr of St. Thomas University, in 
New Brunswick. 

The following are some ofthe 
comments which describe the re- 
sponse to the book by historians: "A 
most significant publishing achieve- 
ment" {Reference Reviews); 
"rich. ..highquality... handsome work" 
{German Life); "entry choices are 
admirably conscientious and even- 
handed" (C/io/ce); "masterful set.. .the 
first of its kind" {Book Report); and 
"breaks new ground" (Reference 
Service Quarterly). 

This encyclopedia is the re- 
sult of eight years of work, during 
which Dr. Buse and Dr. Doerr re- 
cruited nearly 400 experts form 
around the globe, including 65 from 
Canada, to contribute 1 25 1 articles. 
Due to its structure and presentation, 
the 1,258 double-column pages en- 
cyclopedia reflects more than the 
usual alphabetic lexicon. 

The concept driving the con- 
tents worked with trees of knowl- 
edge. As a result, readers interested 
in German women's organizations 
are able to follow those general top- 
ics in each major era (Imperial, 
Weimar, Nazi, and postwar). They 
can also pursue their research in more 
specific issues such as abortion, fam- 
ily, fertility or sex reform, and finally 



leading feminists and individuals such 
as the physicist, Lise Meitner, or the 
political activist, Rosa Luxemburg. 

Overview articles are offered 
on each of the major periods, each of 
the regional states, nearly all the pro- 
fessions, relations with all neighbour- 
ing states, the arts, sciences, econom- 
ics - including major industrial firms 
- development in culture, health, so- 
cial reforms, among others. Further 
entries over individuals, events, and 
organizations. 

The editors recruited a 19- 
member advisory board for sub-fields 
such as literature, history of science 
and art, to provide guidance on what 
needed to be covered as well as who 
would be the most appropriate con- 
tributors. The editors tried to operate 
on the principle that if Gerald Feldman 
of the University of Berkeley had 
written the acknowledged article on 
Germany's hyperinflation of the 
1 920' s, that he should be requested to 
write the entry on "Inflation and Hy- 
perinflation" (which he did). 

The two volumes were pub- 
lished in April 1998, and in March 
1999, a slightly-revised printing ap- 
peared. In a recent review in Central 
European History, James Sheehan of 
Stanford University, wrote: "The edi- 
tors have done an absolutely out- 
standing job in creating a broadly- 
conceived and well-executed set of 
articles that cover a remarkable range 
of topics." He concluded, "We are all 
in Professors Buse's and Doerr's 
debt." 

Modern Germany: An Ency- 
clopedia of History, People and Cul- 
ture, 1871-1990, sells for $292 and 
can be purchased at the Laurentian 
University Bookstore. 
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CFS Voices Student Grievances

The Canadian Federation of 
Students has criticized the federal 
government for preparations to pay 
banks that administer student loans 
over one hundred million dollars by 
increasing "risk-sharing" premiums 
on existing loans. 

Ottawa presently pays 5% of 
each student loan as a protection 
against non-repayment; banks claim 
that the amount is inadequate. Efforts 
to appease bank interests have led to 
fears of further privatization of stu- 
dent loans. 

Michael Conlon, National 
Chairperson of the CFS, cried, "It is 
not up to Ottawa to bail out the banks 
if they can't perform within the pa- 
rameters of their own, negotiated 
agreements on student loans." He 
then added, "The federal government 
needs to replace the loan system with 
a comprehensive system of grants, 
putting education funding into the 
hands of students instead of padding 
bank profits." 



Meanwhile, Colleen Handy, 
a third-year student from Carleton 
University in Ottawa, has joined in 
the protest against the Millennium 
Scholarship, by declining her award. 
Handy is at a similar disadvantage as 
students who have refused the money 
at Laurentian. 

In an official statement Handy 
affirmed, "I am turning down the 
Millennium Scholarship because, at 
best, it leaves me no better off, since 
I would be eligible for Ontario loan 
remission even without the scholar- 
ship. At worst, I will have to pay tax 
because the scholarship adds to my 
taxable income." 

Michael Conlon, of the CFS, 
decried the injustice of the Scholar- 
ship. He stated, "It is outrageous that 
federal funds have been devoted to 
Millennium Scholarships in Ontario 
that will leave some students with a 
liability instead of a benefit." He also 
added, "The federal government has 
spent a lot of money promoting a 
'boutique' program that offers lim- 



ited assistance to students." 

In fact, the CFS estimates that 
80% of students require financial as- 
sistance of some kind, but only 8% 
will benefit from the Millennium 
Scholarship. These findings suggest 
that the Millennium Scholarship 
Foundation has failed in its goal to 
provide adequate relief to student 
debt. 

Both the growing unrest re- 
garding the Millennium Scholarship 
and the sudden uproar around the 
federal government's initiative to 
assist banks administering student 
loans have been added to the list of 
grievances students wish to express 
during Access 2000. 

The nation-wide event, with 
protests in more than fourteen com- 
munities, is designated as a day of 
student activism. According to 
Conlon, "Students will be participat- 
ing in the February 2, 2000 day of 
action across the country, to call for 
effective solutions to the student debt 
crisis." 



Defaults on OSAP in Decline

The Ontario government 
boasts a reduction in the number of 
students who have not paid back their 
loans from the Ontario Student As- 
sistance Program (OSAP). Last year's 
defaultrate for colleges, universities, 
and private vocational schools was 
1 8.2%. This rate is down from 22. 1 % 
in 1998. 

Dianne Cunningham, Minis- 
ter of Training, Colleges and Univer- 
sities, was uplifted, in part, by the 
news. She remarked, "It's encourag- 
ing that more students are paying 
back their loans, but default rates are 
still too high." 

Cunningham added, "More 
can and must be done. Most students 
do repay their loans and it' s not fair to 
them or to the taxpayers who are 
funding the system when other stu- 
dents default." 

The Ontario government set a 
goal in 1998 to reduce OSAP default 
rates to less than 10% by the year 



2003. To reach its mandate, the gov- 
ernment has initiated several meas- 
ures. 

It provides Ontario Student 
Opportunity Grants, to ensure that no 
student will accumulate more than 
$7,000 per year in debt. It has also 
established the Ontario Student Op- 
portunity Trust Fund, providing $20 
million to help students in financial 
need. 

As well, the provincial gov- 
ernment has introduced the Aiming 
for the Top Tuition Scholarships. 
These awards aid first-year students 
who have top marks and are in finan- 
cial need. These initiatives can be 
seen as efforts to offer additional 
funding to students in need. 

In addition, the government 
has taken steps to increase financial 
recovery from defaults. It has an- 
nounced its intention to access in- 
come tax refunds and hire private 
collection agencies to acquire addi- 
tional funds from students who have 
failed to repay their loans. 



It has also considered sharing 
the costs of loan defaults with institu- 
tions. In 1999-2000, schools with a 
default rate among their students in 
excess of 33.5% are required to share 
in the costs affiliated with loan de- 
faults. 

Finally, the Ontario govern- 
ment has made preventative efforts 
to reduce OSAP defaults. These ini- 
tiatives include a credit screening of 
loan applicants to avoid loans to stu- 
dents with a history of credit abuse. 

As well, the government has 
considered institutional requirements 
to inform students about default, 
graduation, and employment rates by 
program. It is hoped that this infor- 
mation will allow students to make 
better, more manageable, choices in 
their studies. 

Dianne Cunningham summa- 
rized the goal of the government's 
efforts by stating, "These initiatives 
are essential to our efforts to reduce 
the number of students defaulting on 
their loans." 



Government Funding for Women in 

Auto Industry

The Ontario government has 
announced its intention to spend $3.8 1 
million on its Women in Skilled Trades 
Initiative. The policy will train un- 
skilled women with trades that will 
assist them in the automobile indus- 
try. The announcement came from 
the Minister of Citizenship, Culture 
and Recreation with Responsibility 
for Women, Helen Johns. 

The automotive industry has 
reported a shortage of 10,000 to 
14,000 skilled workers in the next 
five to ten years. Women are 
underrepresented in this industry, 
making uponly 1 .6% of the workforce 
in Ontario. 

Creators of theWomen in 
Skilled Trades Initiative maintain. 



"it is designed to provide women 
with the opportunity to work in growth 
industries where skill shortages exist 
and promote women's economic in- 
dependence through the development 
of programs designed to help women 
make informed career choices." 

The program provides thirty 
weeks of classroom instruction and 
hands-on experience, followed by 
twenty weeks of paid work place- 
ment. It is expected that the arrange- 
ment will assist women in finding 
work and manufacturers in finding 
labour. 

Last fall, a pilot project was 
launched in Burlington, Ontario. 
Here, women learned skills associ- 
ated with tool and die maker trades, 
as well as general machinists. Classes 
will also be offered in February and 



locations for similar programs are 
scheduled for sites in Southwestern 
and Central Ontario. 

One component of the Women 
in Skilled Trades Initiatives is a ca- 
reer awareness campaign, targeted at 
high school students. It is estimated 
that 160 young women will attend 
the event, held in regions where the 
program has been implemented. 

The campaign promotes 
Words on Work, an opportunity for 
successful women to share their ca- 
reer stories and encourage positive 
career choices. As well. Your Money, 
Your Life, Your Way, is an accompa- 
nying financial guide. The book is 
intended to assist students "develop a 
financial plan to achieve their 
dreams." 
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News Briefs 



NDP Criticize YNN 

Last Thursday evening, members and the guests of the Ontario 
Secondary Schools Teachers Federation learned how the new Youth 
News Network (YNN) will operate. YNN offers to loan computers and 
audio- visual equipnjent to schools in exchange for daily access to students 
for its news broadcasts, and commercial advertisements. 

As part of the agreement, it is reported that a school must show 
YNN's 12-minute daily broadcast (with 2.5 minutes of commercials) to 
90% of its students, 80% of its school days. Consequently, YNN and its 
advertisers have guaranteed access to a "c^tive" audience. 

Nickel Belt M. P, P., Shelly Martel, criticized the arrangement. She 
stated, "Ontario classrooms are learning environments not marketplaces 
for corporate advertising and YNN should not be allowed to exploit 
students in this way." 

Martel affirmed, "The Harris government must take a public stand 
against corporate advertising in Ontario schools and fiind new technology 
needs so no school feels compelled to invite YNN in." 

The decision to implement YNN into the high school curriculum 
is controversial. After four years, the average high school student would 
be exposed to 160 hours of YNN (33 hours of commercials).

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Dear lyier Langlois 

(response to the letter appearing in Lambda on January 13th) 

I read with interest your open letter to me and will attempt to respond to the 
issues raised therein. 

1. Costs for official transcripts and for graduation 

These fees are part of our ancillary fees and were approved by the Board of 
Governors. It is my understanding that all universities charge for these 
services, registration or as a fee based on the individual services requested 
by a student. In the former, all students pay a set fee each year whether they 
set the service or not while in the latter, students pay for what they actually 
request. 

I might add that our transcript fee is among die lowest in Ontario and that we 
have not raised the graduation fee during the last ten years despite increased 
costs for diploma cases, regalia and other related items. 

2. Position of Harassment OfBcer 

It was never our intention to eliminate the functions attached to this position. 
We are sensitive to the need for a Harassment Officer on this campus, but 
maintain that the need for a full-time position is not justified. Currently, we 
have someone performing die duties of Harassment Officer on a part-time 
basis and arrangements have been made to post the position as the current 
incumbent is not in a position to renew her contract beyond April 1 , 2000.

Les N6o-d6mocrates sont 
pass6 ^ I'attaqu^ centre le 
gouvernement f6d6ral la semaine 
pass6e dans le dossier des grandes 
banques qui rece vraient bientot, selon 
certains reportages, 100 millions de 
dollars du federal pour compenser 
des prets etudiants en defaut. 

Apres avoir recule, face a un 
public enrage, sur son plan d' aider 
les 6quipes de hockey canadiennes,

BANC DE NEIGE 

Voici un emploi propre au 
Canada, et imag^ en plus! Plusieurs 
ouvrages specialises le refusentparce 
qu'il s'agit d'un « regionalisme », 
terme qui acquiert un sens pejoratif 
chez certains hexagonaux (allez voir 
\emot hexagone\). Pourtant, le terme 
banc veut bien dire un amas, un 
rassemblement quelconque : banc de 
glace, banc de sable, banc de poissons. 

Certes, il y a le mot congere, 
un provincialisme de la region de 
I'Auvergne (Massif central) dont 
I'usage s'est repandu sur I'ensemble 
du territoire fran9ais. Si ce terme n'a 
vraiment jamais pris racine en 
Amirique, il reste qu'un r6dacteur 
averti devrait en connaitre le sens (du 
latin congere, accumuler). 

BORDEE (de neige) 

Notons d'abord que bordee 
a, comme premieres acceptions, des 
sens marins : une bord6e de canons le 
long d'un navire; la d^charge 
simultan^e des canon d'un mfime 
bord. 

Comment expliquer 'que le 



mot ait acquis, au Canada, le sens 
d'une « chute abondante de neige »? 
II est possible que le terme, qui 
d^signait d'abord une rafale d'obus, 
ait €t€ applique, par analogie, a une 
ragale de neige et que, parm6tonymie, 
il ait designe I ' accumulation de neige. 
Par ailleurs, on sait que bordee avait, 
dans un ancien patois fran9ais, le 
sens de « tomber en grande quantite » 
en parlant de pluie, de grele ou de 
neige. 

L'usage canadien, par sa 
couleur et sa force expressive, s'est 
bien installe en depit des reserves de 
certains linguistes. 

CHARRUE (passer la) 

On le sait, ce terme designe 
r instrument agricole qui sert a 
retoumer le sol. Mais de la a signifier 
r instrument fixe a I'avant d'un 
vehicule et qui repousse la neige sur 
les cotes de la route? 

Notons que charrue vient du 
latin carruca, « char gaulois », lui- 
mSme forme sur carrus, « char » . Les 
specialistespensentque les Canadiens 
ont imite I'anglaisen udlisant le meme 
terme pour designer 1' instrument 
agricole et le chasse-neige (en anglais, 
plow, dans les deux cas). 

Cette explication est sans 
doute valable mais la forme du chasse 
neige rappelle celle d'une charrue et 
nos ancetres n'avaient pas besoin de 
se referer a I'anglais pour remarquer 
cette ressemblance! Par metonymie, 
charrue designe aussi le vehicule 
lui-meme. 

CHASSE-NEIGE 

Au Canada, I ' emploi spontane 
de ce terme pour designer la machine 
servant 4 deblayer une voie est 
presque inexistant. On entendra plutot 



icharrae.souffleuse.gratte. Lesdeux 
premiers termes sont g6neralement 
acceptes mais le troisidme demeure 
conteste. 

Certains linguistes rejettent le 
mot souffleuse - ce serait un caique 
de V anglais snowblower - autant pour 
le gros engin muni d'un systeme 
d'evacuation mecanique de la neige 
que pour le petit appareil motorise 
dont on se sert pour deblayer sa cour. 
Pourtant, le dictionnaire Plus le rele ve 
en citant un long passage de Michel 
Tremblay. Certains auteurs parlent 
de turbofraises, de chasse-neige a 
fraise, de chasse-neige aejecteur, mais 
ces termes ont peu de chances de 
s'installer daus un milieu oQ rien 
n'egale le spectacle d'une personne 
qui deblaye sa cour en soufflant h 20 
pieds dans Fair un geyser de 
poudrerie qui retombe dans 1 'entree 
du voisin.

Writer's Block 



Most professors recommend writing an outline before writing an 
essay. Some even request that you hand it in. Why are they being so 
persistent on this? What are the advantages to writing an outline? How 
do you do one effectively? 

It is a good idea to always do an outline before starting any paper. 
It is a great way to organize your thoughts and may help improve your 
paper. By asking you to hand in an outline, your professor is helping you 
establish a writing technique which will help you to write a more cohesive 
paper. There really is no right or wrong way to do an outline. Everyone 
has a different learning style and there are many different outline formats 
to suit different learning styles. For example, there is the "Hierarchal 
Net", which is good for someone who is fairly visual and/or has trouble 
putting details in sequence. These are only a couple of examples. For 
more outline formats, visit Muskeegum College Centre for Advancement 
of Learning strategies Database (http.//Muskingum edu/~Cal~database/ 
genpurpuse.html). 

Tips for writing an effective outline: 

a) Write your thesis at the top of the page or somewhere where you will 
be able to find it easily. 

b) If you will be using quotes in your paper, write them out on your outline. 
Include page numbers and all other reference material needed. This may 
help you avoid careless documentation. 

c) Try to make your outline as specific as possible. If you do a thorough 
outline, writing the essay becomes easier. 

d) In your outline include examples, facts, figures, statistics, etc. 
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Each day at 12:15pm in the Round Chapel at the University of 
Sudbury, a few students, faculty and staff gather to hear the Word of God 
and celebrate the Eucharist.

Just like 
sitcoms and soap operas before them, these new game shows provide an 
opportunity for people to live vicariously through an "Everyman" type 
of figure and, for an hour at least, take a journey that can see them a 
million dollars richer. But, for some reason, I have trouble getting into 
them. 

My brother always feels it necessary to inform me that he would 
be a millionaire - that h6 was able to easily answer all the questions 
correctly, where the person on television had trouble. It is the same with 
many people.

Take a look at news maga- 
zines like Time and Maclean's these 
days and you'll see a lot of headlines 
like "Human Beings: Superspecies" 
and "Mankind is the Highest Evolved 
Form of Life". What a pile of crap. 
Levels of illiteracy and stupidity are 
such as they haven't been since the 
Stone Age, we constantly destroy all 
the natural resources that keep us 
alive and other than lemmings, we're 
one the most self-destructive species 
in history. If you 're still doubtful that 
mankind is not nearly as evolved as 
we think we are, then one look at 
today's gameshows should settle the 
matter. Mindless corporate creations 
such as "Who Wants to be a Million- 
aire?", "Greed" and "Winning Lines" 
are mopping up the floor with the 
competition, single-handedly keep- 
ing their respective TV networks 
afloat during the wintertime ratings 
season. While participation in 
gameshows in past decades required 
a quick wit and keen intellect, one 
■ needs only a pulse to get on TV these 
days (and it seems that exceptions are 
made to even this rule). 

Still don't believe it? Con- 
sider some recent questions asked on 
this past November's number-one 
rated television show, "Who Wants 
to be a Millionaire?": "What two 
colors make up an Oreo cookie?", 
"What source of power are you using 
if you're using solar energy?", and 
last but not least, the million-dol- 
lar question, "Complete this sen- 
tence: One fish, two fish, red 
fish....". Now, consider a 
typical question from the 
popular "50s gameshow 
"Twenty-One": "What was 
the name of the anti- 
populist Kansas 
newspaper editor 
of the 1920s? 
What was the 
name of the news- 



paper as well as the name of the 
column?". Notice a bit of a differ- 
ence? Given, questions about the 
'20s were easier back in the fifties, 
but could you describe the Treaty of 
Ulbrechtifyouhadto? I didn't think 
so. 

The fact of the matter is that 
people are getting dumber and less 
informed, and there is no better show- 
case of this than the modern 
gameshow. Oh sure, Twenty-One 
was eventually shut down for feeding 
answers to the occasional winner, but 
it was popular, and for totally differ- 
ent reasons than today's gameshow 
is popular. New Yoik University 
sociology professor Todd Gitlin, the 
author of "Inside Prime Time," at- 
tributes Twenty-One's success to the 
fact that "The lion's share of the 
audience in the 1950s [found] pleas- 
ure in being stumped. To be stumped 
meant that you had further to go. It 
reinforced the idea that you could 
spend the rest of your life getting 
smarter." Compare that to today, 
where gameshows using challenging 




trivia are beat out by a long shot by 
shows like "Who Wants to be a Mil- 
lionaire?", whose own producers ad- 
mit is nothing but tidbits of pop cul- 
ture dumbed-down for the public. 
"The dominantcultural aspiration now 
is to demonstrate how good one al- 
ready is," Gitlin says. "There's a kind 
of hipness in being superior. It's'Iam 
somebody,' not 'I will be somebody.' 
It's 'I am happening,' not 'I will be 
happening someday.' " 

In their defense, network ex- 
ecutives use polls to show how people 
like not having to be a Rhodes scholar 
to answer the questions. "They've 
made the questioiis very relatable" is 
how CBS netwoiic chief Les Moonves 
put it recently. Translation: "The 
questions are no-brainer gimmes". 
Let's face it, we as a culture are lazier 
and less knowledgeable than were our 
'50s counterparts. Even Ben Stein, 
host of "Win Ben Stein's Money" is 
quick to point out that people are 
dumber. He explains that "I was a 
well-educated graduate of a public 
high school in 1962. Now, compared 
to what people have sunk to, I am 
considered an incredibly well-in- 
foimed person." 

What does this mean for us? 
Nothing, really. There's a reason that 
"tnvia" is a derivative of the word 
"trivial": it's useless. Being less in- 
formed than our parents and grand- 
parents won't make us less happy, it 
won't destroy our chances at be- 
ing successful, and it probably 
won't affect our lives in any no- 
ticeable way. But just remem- 
ber the next time you answer "I 
do" to the question "Who 
Wants to be a Millionaire?" 
that your IQ just dropped 
about ten points and that 
you've joined the rest 
of the North Ameri- 
can public in its steady 
spiral downwards 
into intellecmal 
oblivion.

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Remember PitfalJ? Pitfall had a horrible front-end game but 
one of the best bonus rounds in game show history. The front-end 
game featured two contestants trying to guess the studio audience's 
response to a survey question. The host (Alex Trebek) would ask a 
question and give four possible answers, (e.g. "Men don't liske women 
who wear too much what?") The audience would then vote for the 
answer they liked best. Each player chose which of the four answers 
they thought was the most popular. Each answer could only be chosen 
once , so the players alternated guessing first. The first player to get five 
points (or the leader at the end of five minutes of game play) won die 
game. In the front-end game, the first, third, and fifth point was worth 
a pit pass. These pit passes were very important in the bonus game. The 
bonus game was played on a two-story set with a bridge spanning 
through two platforms. The bridge was divided into eight seaions. 
Each section was really an elevator on the second floor of the set. Every 
time a person answered a question right, they got to move forward one 
"section on the bridge. But, there was a catch. Five of the sections were 
"safe." But, three of them were "pitfalls." If a contestant stepped on a 
pitfall, the elevator took diem from die second level of the set down to 
the first level. This cost the contestant a great deal of time. First, the 
clock kept running while the elevator was going down. (It took about 
ten seconds for the elevator to reach the bottom level.) Once a player 
got to the bottom, Uiey had to answer a question. Only when they got 
a question right would they stop the clock, bring the contestant back 
up to the second level, and allow him or her to continue dieir journey 
to the other side of the bridge. How did the contestant know which 
-three sections were pitfalls? Right before the bonus game, they would 
"show die contestant which sections were booby traps. The contestant 
^would stand in front of the set They would flash a series of lights: each 
section of the bridge had a lighted number on the first level. The safe 
sections lit up once; the pitfalls lit up twice. The contestant was able 
|o choose a number of pit passes, the number determined by how many 
»|it passes they got in the front end game. If the contestant was able to 
cross the bridge before the ! 00 seconds ran out, they won a prize 
package wordi over $5,000, which was a lot of money back then. 
(Many episodes featured cars as the grand prize.) 
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Bumper Stumpers made its debut on June 29, 1987 over the 
USA cable network. The show was a joint venture of Barry-Enright 
Productions & Wink Martindale Enterprises, Inc.; it was the second 
game show Wink created (the first being Hetdline C3iasers in 1985). BS 
was taped at the Global Television Smdios in Toronto, Canada, & was 
hosted by Al DuBois, a popular Toronto TV personality. 

BS was played by two teams of two contestants (married 
couples, sibl ings, friends, co-workers, etc.), who competed by trying to 
figure out the meanings of personalized licence plates. The teams tried 
|o guess die 'Super Stumper' whose seven spaces were revealed one at 
a time. To earn die right to guess the 'Super Snimper' , the teams had to 
be first to correctly answer a 'Jump-In' plate, which consisted of oneof 
twolicence plates fliat pertained to something. For example, which one 
of two plates belonged to Pebbles Flintstone: LITL KD or DAD FRD. 
(The correct answer is plate #2, meaning Daddy Fred.) The game 
continued until eidier team solved the 'Super Stumper', dius winning 
the game & $500. Whichever team won two games out of diree won the 
match & went on to the bonus round. 

The BS bonus round went through a few changes during the 
show's run. The original format was for the team to solve up to seven 
plates in thirty seconds at $100 each. Then they tried to double their 
winnings by collecting $500 hidden behind five of the seven letters in 
the word 'STUMPER', witfiout hitting a 'STOP' sign. If they hit the 
'STOP' first, die bonus game was over. 

Later, the bonus round was played this way: First, the champs 
hadtosolve fouroutof fiveplatesin30seconds,& wtn$200. Then they 
had three chances to double theireamings by solving three more plates. 
They could win a total of $ 1 600 if successftil; but they could also stop 
at anytime. 



The Sixty-Four Dollar Question 

Canadian Game Shows 



In the grand pantheon of Ca- 
nadian achievements in pop culture, 
it " S an oft-overlooked but telling fact 
that Canadians make most excellent 
game-show hosts. Indeed, of the 
ti:ree men who many would cite as 
the inost popular U.S. game-show 
hosts of the last 30 years - The Price 
id Right's Bob Barker, Let's Make a 
Deal's Monty Hall, and Jeopardy's 
Alex Trebek - two (Hall and Trebek) 
were bom in Canada. Moreover, 
Canadian quizmasters Art Linkletter, 
Mike Darrow, and Al Hamel each 
had several U.S. gigs. 

It's no coincidence that Ca- 
nadians have achieved such exalted 
status in die realm of buzzers and 
bouncing contestants. Step back and 
consider the idea of the Canadian as 
game-show host's role comprises 
certain characteristics Canadians 
have longed tended to demonstrate. 
Like the professional newsreader, a 
field in which Canadians excel, the 
game-show host's role is to be 
unflappably calm, professional dis- 
interested guide dirough otherwise 
chaotic events: think of Peter 
Mansbridge's glacial demeanour as 
he delivers die day's daily carnage, 
then think of Monty Hall's imperial 
cool as he points the mike squarely at 
a shrieking woman dressed as a giant 
gourd. Moreover, the game-show 
host's role is basically diat of an 
impartial diplomatic conciliator: 
someone who reminds us what the 
rules are, who never loses his cool 
and who facilitates the fun to be had 
by others. Who takes selfless pro- 
fessional satisfaction out of know- 
ing his guests had a good time. In 
that context, Canadian success in the 
field of hosting game shows is less 
surprising than the fact that anyone 
from anywhere else ever bothered. 
Canada is, after all, the peacekeep- 
ing conciliator of the postwar world: 
the line to be drawn between Lester 
Pearson and Alex Trebek may be 
straighter dian you think. 

In addition to producing a 
disproportionate number of genial 
hosts, Canadians have also displayed 
a voracious appetite for home-grown 
game/quiz shows. Even though die 
genre has always been consigned to 
the producdon-values bargain bin in 
this country, viewers have loyally 
tuned in. While prime-time game 
shows in places like Italy, Japan, and 
the U.S. may regualrly draw viewers 
in the millions, diose numbers can't 
be divorced from the fact that diese 
countries tend to have die resources 
available to produce the slickest 
schlock possible: as pure show, in 
other words, diese programs deliver. 
In Canada, on the other hand, game 



shows have not only been 
notioriously cheap, many have in- 
volved practically no sense of 
"show." It's hard to imagine a more 
static game show than, for instance. 
Front Page Challenge, in which an 
unchanging pannel of professional 
contestants guessed the names of 
hidden guests for 38 consecutive 
seasons. Or, how about This is the 
Law, in which another unchanging 
pannel of professional contestants 
attempt to identify arcane misde- 
meanours? Even die jackpot-fan- 
tasy allure of splashier foreign game 
shows cannot account for Canadi- 
ans' long-running interest in our 
home-grown versions: one of the 
things no reasonably sentient Cana- 



on the show). Enright had been 
forced to appear before a congres- 
sional subcommitee, and Canada was 
the only place the two - once high- 
profile players in American network 
television - could work after Twenty- 
One went down in disgrace. Work- 
ing alternately in Toronto and Mon- 
treal, Enright and Barry collaborated 
on such assembly-line game-show 
enterprises as The Little People and 
Photo Finish. Imagine what it must 
have been like Jack Barry, who once 
could offer up to $64,000 to contest- 
ants as host of one of the highest- 
rated games shows in American his- 
tory, to find himself stranded north 
of die 49th Parallel, trying to whip 
up some semblance of in-studio 




dian couch potato could fail to notice 
was the often hilarious discrepancy 
between what you stood to win on 
something like The Dating Game - 
an all-expenses-paid, chaperoned trip 
to Honolulu, for example - versus 
the booty at stake on Headline Hunt- 
ers, where even the winning of an 
electric toothbrush was considered a 
rare and impressive event. Most 
were lucky to win a $25 Loblaws gift 
certificate. 

The quaint but paltry nature 
of the Canadian game-show hauls 
can' t help coming to mind when one 
looks back on one of the more fasci- 
nating minor chapters in Canadian 
game-show history. Call it the movie 
Robert Redford will never make - 
Quiz Show 2: Exile in Canada. It 
was the late 1 960s, and Screen Gems 
Canada had brought Jack Barry and 
Dan Enright, deposed host and pro- 
ducer, respectively, of the infamous 
scandalized Twenty-One program, 
north to produce game shows. (The 
two men had fallen into disrepute 
after giving answers in advance to 
popular contestant Charles Van 
Doren, in order to prolong his stay 



frenzy over PAoroF/'nwA's top jack- 
pot of $256. Imagine, too, how he 
felt when he realized that these eager 
Canadain contestants considered 
themselves lucky to get it. He must 
have felt a long way from his home 
in Pacific Palisades, California. 

The point is, contestants on 
low-budget Canadian game shows 
not only appeared to feel lucky if 
they won half of diis week's grocery 
money, they were jierfectly content. 
As much as one watched Headline 
Hunters or Definition or the ultra- 
low-rent Canadian version of Beat 
the Clock, one never heard an ex- 
pression of disappointment or dis- 
may over the dimestore nature of the 
prizes. No, if Canadians played and 
watched game shows - and no matter 
how cheap or silly the show, Canadi- 
ans watched anyway - they seemed 
to do so for die sheer pleasure of it. 
Leave it to odier countries to use 
greed, gluttony, sex, and exhibition- 
ism as dressing to beef up a game 
show's allure. Canadians needed no 
such excuse: we watched our own 
game shows for the pure, simple 
love of them. 
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The Price Is Riglit 



The Pricing Games are argu- 
ably the most exciting part of the 
Price is Right, which is now entering 
its 28th season on CBS! Along with 
the showcase, they are the unique 
element of the show that distinguishes 
this version of the show from the 
successful version of The Price is 
Right that Bill CuUen hosted in the 
1950's and 1960's. Back then, con- 
testants bid back on forth on prizes 
with the closest bidder winning the 
prize. Naturally, that element of the 
game is still seen in contestant's row 
today, but there is only one set of 
bids, with the winner getting to play 
a pricing game! 

Today there are nearly 70 pric- 
ing games in the Price is Right rota- 
tion, but when the show premiered in 
1972, there were only five pricing 
games to be played. Of course, the 
show was only half an hour back 
then, but it still meant you saw every 
pricing game every other 
day. The "first five," as 
Bob sometimes refers to 
them, were Grocery 
Game, Bonus Game, 
Any Number, "Bullseye 
I", and Double Prices. 
Any Number was the 
first pricing game ever 
played, and it was won 
on its first playing! The 
pricing games were not 
named on the boards 
themselves until a few 
years later. 

As the show be- 
gan to pick up steam in 
the ratings, a few new 
pricing games trickled into the rota- 
tion, such as Five Price Tags, Money 
Game, and the Clock Game. Bullseye 
I was the first pricing game to be 
retired, but not before it was tried in 
an extremely brief two-player for- 
mat. 

When the show expanded to 
anhourinlate 1975, six pricing games 
per show were now played 
instead of the original three. By then, 
over 20 pricing games were in rota- 
tion, but still more were needed to 
add variety to the new hour-long 
format. The iate '70s saw the intro- 
duction of such popular games as the 
Punch Board, 3 Strikes, and Cliff 
Hangers. Punch Board was the first 
pricing game to offer an all-cash prize 
and its popularity sparked later cash 
games such as Grand Game. Phone 
Home Game, and Plinko. 

The 1 980 's saw the continua- 
tion of the tradition of new pricing 
game invention, with the advent of 
over 30 new pricing games, such as 
One Away, the forgettable Balance 
Game, and Plinko. Introduced in 
1 983, Plinkoquickly became the most 
popular pricing game ever played on 
the show, with its high cash awards 
and exciting game play. 

The 1990's were not as pro- 
ductive of a time in terms of pricing 
game invention, although several 
popular games were turned out. It's 
In the Bag, Cover Up, and Magic # 
are just three of the 90's games des- 
tined to become legends in the future 
on the show. 

Of course, with the advent of 
all these new games, some games 
were forced into retirement. With 
rare exception. Bob would not men- 
tion the retirement of these games, 
which would see their lives ends for 
various reasons. Mechanical prob- 



lems doomed some games like Super 
Saver and Hurdles, while games like 
Add 'em Up were axed because of 
their difficult rules. The super short- 
lived On the Nose was a talent game 
that was just impossible to win, while 
the laughable Professor Price, with 
its bizarre general knowledge ques- 
tions, simply didn't fit in. Sometimes 
games that work well in rehearsal 
aren ' t nearly as easy for nervous con- 
testants! 

While some games were com- 
pletely retired, others experienced 
less serious changes. Inthel980's, 
many popular games invented in the 
1 970's were given touch-ups to make 
them look more modem. Inflation 
was another concern; almost all car 
games invented in the 1970's were 
not five-digit compliant, making an 
update a necessity. 

Some of these updates oc- 
curred prior to the 1986 Nighttime 
Specials that aired on CBS. In the 
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summer of 1986, CBS aired a series 
of six special Price is Right's against 
summer reruns of The Cosby Show 
on NBC. The special series was basi- 
cally the same as the daytime version 
but with a higher budget. Lucky 
Seven and Any Numberdebuted their 
new setups which allowed for five 
digit cars. Danger Price morphed its 
setup completely, and Hole in One 
became Hole in One. ..or Two to al- 
low for one putting mistake. These 
changes were instituted on the day- 
time version as well. Some changes 
were for the specials only, however. 
Clock Game winners were guaran- 
teed a cash bonus that could be as 
much as $5,000, while perfect bid- 
ding in Hole in One won $ 1 ,000, not 
$500. 

There is somewhat of a tradi- 
tion to premiere new pricing games 
on the first episode of the new sea- 
son. Barker's Markers (23rd), Clear- 
ance Sale (28th), and Phone Home 
Game ( 1 2th) are three pricing games 
that premiered in those respective 
seasons. However, this is not a guar- 
antee. In fact, pricing game premieres 
seem to come in spurts. Three pric- 
ing games premiered in the 27th, 
24th, and 26th seasons. However, no 
new pricing games premiered in the 
25th season. In 1980, three pricing 
games. Trader Bob, Now. ..and Then, 
and Hit Me, premiered within two 
months of one another. 

How does Bob keep up with 
all these changes? Simple: he's a 
smart guy! He knows the rules to all 
these games backwards and forwards 
and rarely makes a mistake. To help 
Bob remember which game is next 
up, he has two reminders. To his 
right (stage left) is a board listing all 
six pricing games to be played on 
that day's show and the order in 



which they will be played. This board 
even lists the two showcase show- 
downs and the showcases, should 
Bob lose track of his surroundings! 
However, since the board is out of 
the way and rather unnatural to look 
at while Bob is on camera, a stage- 
hand to Bob's left holds up a poster 
announcing the upcoming pricing 
game during the game's preceding 
item up for bids . These reminders 
are necessary, because Bob tailors 
his introduction to the prizes depend- 
ing on what game is being played. 
Depending on where you are sitting 
in the audience, you may be able to 
see either one of these cues, which 
does detract slightly from the sur- 
prise of what game is up next. Televi- 
sion viewers, however, rarely if ever 
see these cues. 

The contestants' success on 
Pricing Games often determines the 
entire mood of the show. "Perfect 
shows" are episodes in which all six 
pricing games are won. 
"Winning" a pricing game 
is usually easy to deter- 
mine. Wins in games like 
Lucky Seven, Now. ..and 
Then, and Barker's Mark- 
ers are all-or-nothing sce- 
narios and are therefore 
easily identified. However, 
games like Master Key and 
Golden Road often feature 
contestants who win some, 
but not all, of the an- 
nounced prizes. In addi- 
tion, contestants in cash 
games like It's In the Bag 
and Plinko may win a de- 
cent amount of money without win- 
ning the most amount possible. So 
how does the show determine a per- 
fect game? Well, according to TPiR 
guru Tony Harrison, the show de- 
fines a pricing game "win" as the 
contestant winning the highest-an- 
nounced prize. For example, a Mas- 
ter Key contestant would be a winner 
if s/he won the car regardless of how 
s/he performed on the other two 
smaller prizes and It's In the Bag is 
won only if the contestant wins the 
$16,000 (although $8,000 is nothing 
to scoff at! ) This rule becomes slightly 
blurred in the case of Race Game, 
where only winning the highest an- 
nounced prize is usually no more 
than $1,500 in winnings. And this 
rule would also mean that Plinko has 
NEVER been "won". The perfect 
score of $25,000 (now $50,000) has 
never been attained. While this rule 
may be steadfast in the minds of the 
show's producers, most viewers 
would consider Race Game a "win" 
only if all four prizes were won, 
while Plinko may be a "win" if the 
contestant should hit the biggest slot 
at least once (considering the plethora 
of other possibilities on the Plinko 
board). 

Golden Road has tradition- 
ally been the pricing game that offers 
the most expensive prizes; in fact, it 
is the game that has offered the most 
expensive ever shown on the show — 
a $70,000 Dodge Viper (which has 
never been won!). However, the 
contestant with the record for the 
highest single-day winnings on the 
show, Danielle Torres, didn't play 
Golden Road. Torres won 3 Strikes + 
in 1992andwentontowina$50,000+ 
showcase to earn total winnings in 
excess of $88,800

There are so 
many little things thrown in the 
movie that you wouldn't even pick 
up on until pointed out by the di- 
rector. All his stories about where 
ideas came from and why he shot 
things the way he did makes this 
disc worth buying without all the 
other features.

Actually, the alternate end- 
ing is just two more scenes that 
were removed from the movie. The 
movie ends when Dante closes up 
for the night, but in the alternate 
ending the scene continues, then 
there is a small scene after the 
credits where Kevin Smith returns 
as a different character than Silent 
Bob. I won't wreck the ending if 
you plan on watching it, but just be 
ready for a twist the size of Fight 
Oub!

The 
complexity of diese recipes have been kept to a minimum for your 
convenience. 

Mulled Hot Apple Cider 

1 tsp. allspice 

1 tsp. cinnamon 

1/4 tsp. cloves 

1 tsp. nutmeg 

3 cups apple juice or cider 

2/3 cup brown sugar 

Tie the spices into a cheesecloth. In a saucepan, combine apple juice or 
cider and brown sugar and bring to a boil over low heat. Add spice bag and 
simmer for 10 minutes until cider is spicy enough. 

Vegetarian Chili 

1/2 cup of celery or carrots, chi^jped 

I medium onion, chopped 

1 small zucchini, chopped 

5 large mushrooms, chopped 

1/2 sweet pepper, chopped 

2 cloves garlic, chq)ped or 1/2 teaspoon garlic powder 

1/2 tbsp. chili powder 

1/2 tbsp. cumin 

1 tsp. each oregano and basil 

1/4 tsp. cayenne pepper 

1 can (14 ounces) of seasoned diced tomatoes, undrained 

1 small can kidney beans, drained and rinsed 

1 small can chickpeas, drained and rinsed 

1 small can cwn, undrained 

Spray a saucepan with non-stick spray. Add all the fresh vegetables, and 
fry until tender. Add all tbe spices to the vegetables and mix together. Add 
all of the remaining ingredients and mix well. Bring to a boil. Reduce to 
medium heat and simmer for 20 minutes. If chili is too runny, you might 
want to consider adding 1 tbsp. of cornstarch mixed with some water for 
added thickness.

Where does the student move- 
ment go from here? 

Lack of enthusiasm by Lau- 
rentian students for the struggle with 
the Ontario government over acces- 
sibility ofeducation is apparent. The 
reason is clear - the struggle is not 
primarily of concern to those that are 
here but to those that are not able to 
attend university. 

What role should the SGA 
take in this current struggle? It must 
be responsible to its constituents and 
it must respond to their wishes, but it 
must also recognize that it is elected 
to provide leadership. 

The SGA should take an ac- 
tive role to make students at univer- 
sity aware that the struggle is theirs 
also. The nature of the university is at 
stake. A university community re- 
stricted to one class group reflects a 
limited mentality. Indeed an upper 
class university serves the needs of 
the elite and the perpetuation of the 
status quo. On the other hand a 
university community comprised of 
all classes in society provides for an 
interchange ofideas and values which 
is healthy for the university. It pro- 
vides a forum for debate about the 
nature of society and proposals for 
social change. 

This is what a university is all 
about - a place for the exchange of 
ideas and knowledge and the devel- 
opment of ways for changing and 
improving our society. 

The SGA should also attempt 
to make the workmg people of the 
community aware that our aim is not 
simply to make it easier and less 
expensive, for students from upf)er 
class families to attend university. 
We should orient our battle not against 
incrca.ses, which apply only to those 
that can afford to attend university 
anyway, but against tuition fees them- 
selves, which provide a financial bar- 
rier to education for many students 
from working class families. 

We must also make it clear 
that we want the education system 
financed by those that jxissess the 
wealth of this country (wealth pro- 
duced by the working class) and not 
disproportionately by the working 
class as provided by our present ineq- 



uitable tax and corporate welfare sys- 
tems. We must support workers strug- 
gles such as the current campaign 
against strike breaking. 

Union leaders have recog- 
nized what the struggle is about but 
working class itself has been deluded 
by the establishment media to be- 
lieve that the battle is simply being 
waged by privileged students who 
want a less expensive privilege. Since 
we know that is not what the struggle 
is about it is our responsibility, and 
the responsibility of working class 
leaders, to make the community 
aware. 

A student community that is 
willing to respond to the needs of an 
educational community must be one 
that is concerned about the quality of 
its education. Presently the emphasis 
of the university system is on the 
production of degree holders rather 
than the development of an educa- 
tional community. 

The SGA must do all possible 
toemphasize the educational and per- 
sonal development opportunities pro- 
vided by the unique environment of 
the university - a place where people 
who wish to learn and develop arc 



brought together with each other and 
the facilities necessary for those 
goals.. The SGA must encourage the 
interchange of ideas and values nec- 
essary to a healthy educational com- 
munity. 

This means the SGA must take 
direct action in the educational field. 
This can be done by bringing in speak- 
ers and sponsoring seminars on cur- 
rent issues, as well as by providing 
educational material not provided by 
the university (perhaps by means of 
an alternate library). 

As well it means the encour- 
agement, both in spirit and in fi- 
nance, of clubs on campus. Clubs are 
entities which bring people together 
and as such provide a healthy educa- 
tional environment. Working to- 
gether is what clubs should be all 
about and what university should be 
all about and what society should be 
all about. 

The development and ex- 
change of ideas is necessary for the 
improvement of our society (social 
change). This is what university 
should be all about and this should be 
foremost in the philosophy of the 
SGA.
